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PARISIANS  EXCITED

Temper of the Pecp'e Causes Consternation
Ameng Italien Residents,

BITTER FEELING AGAINST ALL ANARCHISTS

Banto Has a Record as a Dangarous Anar-
chist According to the Police,

TELEGRAMS CF SYMPATHY POURING IN

Gala Decoratiors at Lyons Giving Place to
Emblems of Mourning.

STATE FUNERAL  WILL BE  HELD
oMelal Announcemient of the President's

tion on Carnot's Successor.

PARIS, June 25.—The deepeit sorrow, dia-
may and anger provalls throughout France,
The cowardly assassination of President Sadi
Carnot at Lyons last night |8 most heartily
deplored by all.

Great anxlety 1s felt regarding the future
and thix will not be allayed untll a successor
to the late president shall be Indueted Into
oMee.  'With all this is the anger of France
al the agsasain, Cesare Glovannl Santo, the
young Italinn whose deadly knife has plunged
A nation Into gricf.

Telegrame of sympathy are pouring in upen
the family and upon the governmoent, These
messages of condolence come from all coun-
tries of the world, showing that France is
not alone In her sorrow at the death of her
president.  The newspapers of all shades of
opinlon print leading articies deploring the
masassination of Sadl Carnot,

Signe of mourning are genernl throughout
this city and France today, All the flags
are at half-mast and the publie bulldings are
being draped.

The murder caused constérnation among
the Itillan resldents In thig eity.  The pres-
fdent of the Italian Chamber of Commearce,
as soon as the president's death  became
known, immediately drew up an address of
condolence which was signed by the chief
Itallan residents of Paris and which was
subsequently presented to Premler Dupuy,
who algo recelved a message from Haron
Blane, the Itallan minister for foreign af-
falrs, enylng that King Humbert, the twe
chambers and the  government of  Ttaly
“gshared the grief into which France had
been plunged by the hand of an Ttalian ans
archist, & man without o country.'

At ‘a cabinet council held this
Premier Dupuy formatly announced 1o the
ministers the murder of President Carnot,
and an oMcinl message contiining the same
formal Intelligence was sent to  Senntor
Challemel-Lacour, president of the Senate,
and to M, Casimer-Perior, president of
the Chamber of Deputles,

The government will propose to the Cham-
bers that the remains of the Iste President
Carnot bo accorded o national funeral

The inquiries of the police this afternoon
result:d in showing that Santo was born at
Motta Visconni, northwest of Pavia, in Ie-
cember, 1878, The prisoner Is a baker by
trade, and was tried in Milan In 1802 for
breach of the pesce, but he was acquitted,
owlng to lack of sufficient evidence agalnst
bim:

Banto was known as o dangerous an-
arhelst and  delivered  anarchist  lectures
of the wildest nature Lefore gohg to

Bwitzerlund last year. The polior are Reep-
fng a strict watch over anarchists in all
the cities of Franee, and it s expected
that several important arrests will be made
during the day.

There no longer seems to be much doubt
that the president’'s assassination was the
result of an anurchist conspiracy to revenge
the deaths of Valllant and Emll Henrl, the
two recently executed aparchists. Twenty
detectives have gone to Cotte, department
of Narfault, where Sante was recently dom-
felled, In order to track down his supposed
acesmplices, Crowds of people during the
morning and this allernoon have sur-
roaunded the Elvsee palace, where all the
forelgn ambassadors and ministers, senn-
tors and deputies ealled during the day.
The majority of the deputles, ufter ealling
at the Elvsee, asembled at the Palais Bour-
ban, whera meetings of all parties  were
held during the afternoon.

The police inquiries Inte this afternoon re-
sulted In obtalnlng the following facts in
regnrd to the asspesin’s moves previous to
the erime:

SBanto missed the traln running direct to
Lyons at Cette Friday, and had to go to
Montpeller and thence to Valence, From
the latter plance he was unable to pay his
fare on the train to Lyons, having only 60
centlmes In his pocket, and was obliged to
wailk thirty miles. He arrived at Lyons the
same afternovon. When the pollce rescued
the prigoner from the mob after he had
stabbed the president his clothes were torn
to shreds, and It was found necessary to
sow them togother at the police station.

Santo was confined in a cell In the prison
of the Palace of Justice at Lyons,

The body of the late president will pos-
sibly be placed on a train for Puaris tonight,
and may arrive in this city early tomorrow
morning.

Sig. C. Ressman, the [Itallan ambas-
sador, recelved this evening a dispateh from
Rome eaving that the investigation which
the Iwalian authoritles have made into the
fdentity of Santo, the aesassin, shows that
Do ls not am Tablan, but that he comes from
Ticino, the southerpmost canton of Switzer-
land, where the large majority of the inhab-
ftants speak Ttalian.

The Senate and Chamber of Deputies will
he assemblod In electoral congress at Ver-
sallles at 1 p, m. Wednesday next for the
purpose of electing a new president.

MME., CARNOT'S ARRIVAL.

Mme. Caroot, accompanied by her two
aons, arrived at Lyons at 7 o'clock this morn-
ing, The widow was most respectfully
grested by a large crowd of people assombled
about the rallroad depot She proceeded
Immediately to the prefecture, where the
body of the late president now reposes in
atate.  One of the dead man's sons, when
be saw the decorations in the Rue de la Re-
publiqgue and  other  streete—slecorations
which hiud been displayed in honor of his

I removed this morning—was so agitated
that he nearly fointed,  The flags and other
decorations on the prefecture were, however,
removed during the night and the preat flag
Which usually flonts over the Chamber of
Commerce was replaced by a large square
banner of erepe.  The Imhabitants of Lyons
snerally are removing the festive decora-
lons from thelr bulldings and are replacing
them with mourning emblems as fast as
posaible,

The apartment of the prefecture In which
the body of Carnot lies In state presents a
most hopressive appearance.  The remains
of the murdered man are clad In p dresi
sult, and acroks his broast I8 the grand cor-
donn of the Legion of Honor, of which as
ehlef of the state, he wasx grand master
Around the bler are statloned a number of
high oMcers of the president’'s milltary
household, who, with wseveral Sisters of
Charity, watched the remalns throughout the
nlight,

Tho' prefecture itselt s surrounded with
troops and a strong detachment of Infantry
{8 guarding the buliding In which Santo, the
assansln, Is confined.

When Mme, Carnot resched the prefecturs
the death chamber was cleared of all but

PARISIANS' BLOOD I8 UP.

The feeling of poblic anger which prevalls
In this city ag o rekult of the assaxsination
Ix alinost beyond deseription.  On the boules
varda scenes of the greatest excitement have
beon witnessed today. The police had the
greatest diffienlty In dispersing the crowids
of wildly angry people who assembled at
different points disoussing the tragedy, curs-
ing the assassin and calllng for vengeance
agaitist the murderer and hig supposéd ac-
complices, The fact that the asxassin s an
Italian has given rise to the mose danger-
ously bitter feoling agalnst Italy and [tal-
fang and several Ttalian flags, displayed out

of sympathy with France's loss and draped
with crepa wore hooted at and, in at least
one Instance, pulled down and torn  Into
shreds, In every quarter of Parls flerce

demonstrations againgt the Ltalian reshlents
have taken place and as a result nearly all
the Hallan eafes and restaurants have been
olosed, :

Dut I the feeling ogalnst Itullans 18
strong the sontiments of tratred with which
the majority of the poople regard anarchists
I8 still stronger and s growing honrly in
Intensity. Santo, the murderer, has Loldly
nskerted that he Is an anarchist and there-
fore upon the anarchists are the poople
pouring the vials of thelr wrath,

Further than thig the prisoner has ap-
parently muade no statement, out It s re-
portéd that the police are convineed that the
anssnegination of President Carnot s the
result of o carefully planned conspiracy In
which a number of people were concernel.
This. hawever, I8 only a report, and the
mutharities are engaged in & most extinustive
investigation Into the prisoner's pust career
uand recent movements, and no officlal state-
ment on the subject = likely to be made
until thig Inquiry Is completed,

The weapan uged by the murderer was o
long, triangnlar blade of the stiletto pattern,

Upon the blade were cngraved the words:
“Record of Toledo. The sheath of the
weapon is of wvelvet, with red and black
stripes,

President  Carnot's  last  words were;
“Thank you, my [riends; thank you."

Hegarding the political situation, it 1g he-
lleved that ex-Premler Casimer-Perier, now
pregident of the Chamber of Deputies, has
tho best chanee of sueceeding the late presi-
dent, but the names of M, Chalemel-Lacour,
president of the senate; Cavagnac, Dupuy.
Brisson, Constans amd General Saussler are
aleo mentioned as strong candidates,

The honrse is open today, but the Corn
exchange Is  clossd, The exchange ot
Hevre Is closed and 20 are all the exchanges
and eimilor Institutlons throughout France.

The Senate was crowided this evening when
the president, M. Challamel Lacour made an
address expressive of the Senate’s feeling at
the death of President Carnot.

“Europe,'”” he sald, "Is appreciating the
nobleness and strength of his character angd
ghares In France's griel.” The speaker then
voleed the Senate sentiment and condolence
with the family, saving: *“If any man's in-
nate goodness should have goarded him from
hatred and faneticism, it was President Car-
not. The crime has strengthened our en-
ergetie resolve to defend the fundamental
rules of soclety and (o prevent outrages upom
human 1fe.

ATARTED FOR PARIS,

Remanina of the Murdersd President on
Thelr Way to Paris.

LYONS, June 25,—Were it not for the
presence of the overwhelming foree of troops
stationed in and about the city there Is 1it-
tle doubt that the mob would attack the
Palalse of Justice and wreak vengsance upon
the murderer. Mourning emblems are worn by
nearly every man, woman and child In the clty
and no dwelling seems too posr to display
the emblems of grief. During the day a
mab, including a number of membera of the

various gymnastie socletles who  have
arrived In this city to take part In the
fetes, Dbegan (o gather about the Cafes

Casatl, Mattosl and Mad=rni, and about the
Itallan  quarters, Another  large  crowd
gatherad about the hall where the well
known Itallan  Harmonie club meele, and
most serious disorder was apprehended.
Thrents were heard on all sides againast
Italians and anarchists, Several of the
Linlinn wineshops were attacked and partly
wrecked and the [tallan cafes mentioned

were stoned and otherwise damaged in spite
of the efferts of the police and military.
The slilewalks In frout of the Italian cafes
were strewn with wreckage. Some of the
more hot=headed men proposed un  attack
upan the Halian quarter and the proposition
wis recelved with wild eries of appluuse, and
In & moment an enormous meb, at the head
of which was carried a French flag, was en-
route to that part of the city glven over
to  the Itullans. Before the police eounld
Intervene to prevent the trouble the mob
bad attacked all the shops belonging to the
foreigners and sacked them. The pro-
prietors and thelr families were forced to
flee for thelr llves. In the meantime another
large band marched through other streets
and by threats compelled every Itallun whoe
kept a eafe to eclose his place.
MANY SIGNS OF STRIFE.

The erowds In the Rue do Iln Republique

became threatening, and refusing Lo disperse,

It was finally necessary to command the
puraissers to charg: the crowd, The Italian
cafes were strewn  with  wreckage, The

troons are still held in ressrve under arms
at thelr barracks. A company ol infuntry
Is also held In reserve In a house adjoining

the !tallan consulate to be ready o sup-
port the police in case of an attack, At
the request of the local authorities the

Ttallan econsul has removed the Hallan flag
from outside the consulale.

The Assoclated presd correspondent
been able to obtuin the detal’s of the last
moments of Pregldent Carnot. When the
president regained consciousness after falnt-
fng at the prefecture he usked for a pen,
put when it was placed in his baud he was
too wiank to write, A Hitle while before he
died the president whispered for Colonel
Chamerne, one of the leading ofMicials of
his military household, The colonel #p-
proached him and the dying man pressed
his hand and sald: *“Je suls touche, bilon
touche.” (I am wounded, badly wounded.)

The body of M, Carnot was taken from the
prefecture this evening and placed on the
train that will convey It to Paris. After
prayers for the dead had been offerod the
casket contalning the remalos was carried
and placed on a gun carringe, While this
was being done salutes of artillery were
fired, trumlpets were sounded and drums
were beaten. All clvil and military honor
was shown the dead, The street In front of
the prefecture was densely thropnged, as were
all the streets leading to the railway sta-
tion, Troops and guvndarmes kept the way
clear, The procession that followed Included
all the ecivil and military authorities of
Lyons, and a large numbeér of delegations
from different cities and towns. Every man
along the line of march removed his hat
as the body pasged by him. The people, who
had heretofore stood seveéront and mute be.
fore the nation’s martyr, when the body had
passed, gave vent to their pent-up exolte-
ment and rage. Everywher? could be heard
erlox of “"Long lUve Carnot and death to hiw
murderer.*

The police are actively engaged In search-
ing for accomplicea of Santo, which they
foel oertain he had., They are particalarly
anxious to find a hair dresser's assistant
named Marius Vielley, who Is sald to have
repeatedly predicted thal Presldent Carnot
would be murdered on his arrivial here. An

INUREASING MEXICAN PENSIONS,

Bill Keported to Incrense Mexlean Voterans'
Penslons from SH to S19,

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The bill agreed
upon by the house comimities on pensions
to increase pensions of survivors of the In-
dlan and Mexlean wars from $8 to $12 a
month has been reportggd favorably to the
house by HRepresentative Stallings af Ala-
bama. Most of the beneficiaries, he repre-
sents, hove reached old age, and after add-
ing vast territory to the United States, are
dependent upon thelr own exertlons and
government ald for support.  Thelr roil
will decrease yearly, and there wil be no
pddition tw it Attention s called to the
fact that po new titles to original pensions
pare created, The commitiee | constantly
called upon to recomupend private bills for
the same class of beneficiaries. Although
under the act of January B, 1883, Mexicun
war survivors In destitute cireymstances are
entitled to the Increase, tha committes
thinks It a humiliating condition to compel
them to prove themselves paupers, and alwo
thinks the benefita should be extended to
survivors of the Indlan wars and widows of
Veléerans.

A statement from the commisslonsr of
penslons shows that there are on the rolls
13,625 pensioners of the Mexican war and
T7.011 widows: 8,109 survivors of the Indian
wars and 3,811 widows, while applications
are pending for 2074 Mexican pensiong apd
2,162 Indian war penslons. The number of
Mexican war penslons Incroessed under the
sct of 1893 was 3,421, The commissioner
estimates that 1,976 additional Mexican pens

granted, and he makes an estimate that the
cost to the government of Increasea made by
the bill will be $1,300, 632 per annum.

CLEVELAND TALKS OF THE TREASURY.

Not Alarmed Over the Financial Condition
at Fresont.
WASHINGTON, June 25.—~The president,
in speaking today of the financial situation,
sald to an Assoclated press representative:
“The offer of certailn New York banks to
replace from  thelr vaults the gold with-
drawn from the government treasury for
shipment abroand ts certainly thoughtful and
patriotie. It not only tends to maintaln the
treasury's gold reserve in good condition,
but adds to the stock of public confidence,
whioh I8 at all times present. The elements
which make up our actual situation do not

Justify any apprehension, and the admimnis-
tratton st adhberes to Itn pledge and de-
termination to protect our national eredit

at all hozords, and keep the quality of our
money equal to the best, 8o far as the lmits
of executive power permits, Of course,
cronking and the spread of disquieting tales
are caloulated in the stringent condition, 1
assume, however, there 18 too much pa-
triotism among our people and too much
familiarity with our resources and capabil-
ities to permit our reserved force and Hnan-
¢lal vigor to be discredited., When the last
government bonds were lggued to replenish
our stock of gold It was pearly as low
now, while outslde of our gold we had ow
avallable money to pay ordinary expenses of
the government only about $19,000,000. We
have besides our gold and In money
applicable to goverament expenses more
than $62,000.000,

1 understand it Is charged In certaln
querters that the payment of matured obliga-
tions Is pogtponed to the amount of $30,-
000,000 or  §75,000,000, This is not true,
We are paying as we go, In the usual way,

Last year up to June the balance arising
from the exports and imports of merchan-
dise was $04, 552,040, The balance in our

WORK FOR THE SENATE,

There is Plenty Left After the Tariff is

Disposed OfF.
WASHINGTON, June 25,—If the senate
gshould still be In a moud for labor after

the disposal of the tarif and should have
time to take up other than the appropriation
bills, It will not be without materfal to
work upon, The senate cnlendar now num-
bere twenty pages, devoted merely lo giv-
ing the title of bills, most of whieh have
been acted upon by committees, and there is
not & committee of mportance that has not
ready for its consideration numerous bills
of greater or less lmportance,

There undoubtedly awill be censiderable
pressure to secure copsuderation py the sen-
ate of many of thesewbllls and the proba-
bilitics ave that a large number of those
of small importance will pass by general con-
sent and at times When there is no appro-
priation bill to press for attentlon,

The probabilities also are that some of
the more fmportant mepsures may be taken
up, and especially those which are not! ex-
pected to evoke prolonged debate. It is
understood to be Senater Fauikner's Inten-
ton to call wp the bill for the admission
of Utah, and the friends of this measure are
very hopeful that it will go through without
éncounlering opposltion and without much
debite, as the bill has been unapimously re-
ported from the committee, and It s under-
stood to be the polley of both sldes of the

SWITCHMEN WILL CUT THEM  OFF

Men in the Marquis' Shops at Wilmington
Dely, nnd Ludlow, Ky., Joln the Strikers
—Fallman's Attorneys Conflident
the Company Wil Win.

CHICAGO, June 256.—At noon temarrow the
American Rallway Unfon will begin its fiight
aghinst the Pollman Palace Car company.
Orders for the boyeott huve been lssued to
all local branches of the organization and
preparations ure now complete for what It
Is sald may be the greatest rallway fght
in history. The preliminary skirmishes
tobay at Ludlow, Ky., and St. Louls, leave
the Pullman company with only It shops
nt Wilmington, Del, to conduet repairs on
Its cars.

That this will badly eripple the company
Is nat denfed, but the officlals claim that the
rallway compinles will make all necessary
repalrs In order to bhandlg the travel with-
out losg that would result from the with-
drawal of the sleeping cars  patronage.
Officers of the unlon were Jubilant over the
news from Ludlow and St Louis and more
confident elaims of victory than at any
other time during the sirike.

Vice-president Howard sald: “"We
going to bankrupt George W. Pullman  and
we dre golng to do it in a short space of
time, We hnrve shut up his works at
Ludlow and St. Louis and we ghall be able
to close his last door at Wilmington by
next woeek, He will be rendered com-
pletely helpless inside of ten days, unless
he comes to terms before that time.'

Attorney J, 5. Runnels, speanking today
for Mr. Pullman, sald: “The Pullman com-
pany I8 prepured to stand by its ariginal
proposition In this matter to the end., Per-
sonally, | have not the least doubt as to
what the outcome will be. It will, beyoend
question, result in a victory for the com-
puny.,  We now have about 750 men at work
In the shops at Wilmington, Del,, where the
American Rallway unlon made an  unsuc-
cogsful attempt to organlze the employes,
There are no indications at present that the
strikers will be able to draw the men at this
point into their fight.

The Pullman company tonight fissued n
statement regarding the strike nnd propoged
boycott, After reviewing the situation and
stating that the strikerg have already de-
prived themselves of more than $200.000 in
wages, Uhe decument concludes with the
statement that the boyeott I threatened be-
causge the compuny will not agree to submit
to arbitratlon the question as to whether
or not it shall operate its shops at PPullman
under a zeale of wages which would cause
a loss to it of one-fourth the wages paid.
